all  righteousness  and  obey  every  known 
law  of  God— “he  is  none  of  his.” 

“Need  I be  baptized?”  is  not  the  language 
of  the  believers  in  Christ  on  the  day  pf 
Pentecost.  Pardoned  and#  glad,  thev 
obeyed  the  Lord  at  once..  They  shrunk 
from  no  duty.  Duty!  Not  so  did  they  re- 
gard it;  but  leapt  up  to  the  height  of  the 
privilege,  nnd  were  baptized  forthwith, 
even  to  the  number  of  3,000  souls.  Not 
r_the  faintest  whisper  of  reluctance  is  heard 
t from  the  people  of  Samaria;  but  believing 
in  the  Lord  Jesus,  they  are  baptized  straight  • 
away.  The  rich  Treasurer  of  Candace  does 
not  say,  “Need  I be  baptized?"  Nor  Saul 
of  Tarsus,  nor  Cornelius,  nor  Lydia  and 
her  household,  nor  the  jailor  at  Philippi, 
nor  Crispus— they  do  not  tarry  in  Doubt- 
ing Castle;  but  they  arise  and  are  baptized 
as  if  they  delighted  to  obey  their  new  King 
and  bear  witness  to  His  grace  and  power. 

This  is  the  spirit  in  which  we  should  go 
to  our  baptism— as  a happy  bride  to  her 
wedding,  as  a devoted  student  to  his 
boolcs,  as  a prince  to  his  long  exi>ec(ed 
throne.  To  come  with  sluggish  and  reluc- 
tant step,  constrained  not  by  the  sweet 
love  of  our  Lord,  but  by  a strong  sense  of 
duty  or  deference  to  a supposed  arbitrary 
order;  and  only  after  numerous  wriggles 
and  violent  contortions  t;o  get  out  of  the 
pincers  of  Scriptural  logic;  this  is  to  rob 
baptism  of  all  its  beauty,  and  take  out  of 
the  act  all  its  grace.  We  should  say— not 
“need  1?”  but  “Why  do  you  hinder  me  from 
being  baptized  into  the  name  of  the  Fath- 
er, and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost?” 

II.  But  need  I be  baptized— i.  e.,  dipped, 
overwhelmed  or  plunged  in  water? 

Why  not  sprinkling  or  pouring  a few 
drops  on  the  forehead  suffice?  The  value 
of  tjhe  act  is  not  in  the  abundance  of  the 
wafer.  It  is  merely  a form,  ami  a little 
will  do  as  well  as  a great  deal.  A thin  ring 
answers  as  well  as  a thick  one  at  the  mar- 
riage ceremony. 

Nb  doubt,  anything  or  nothing  will  do 
if  Christ  has  so  ordered  it.  But  if  it  I»e  a 
command  at  all,  it  must  of  necessity  be 
obeyed  in  the  way  in  which  the  King  him- 
self prescribes.  Good  subjects  obey  laws; 
they  do  not  charge  and  adapt  them  to  what 
they  like.  If  the  law  says  I must  pay  in  a 
gV*d  or  paper  currency,  it  is  not  for  me  to 
s .bstitute  cowry  shells,  or  bars  of  iron. 

Nf)w  Christ  has  not  appointed  sprink- 
ling or  pouring,  but  immersing.  No  schol- 
ar whose  reputation  is  worth  a fig  will  de- 
ny that.  The  gospel  baptisms  were  in 
rivers.  Jesus  was  baptized  in  Jordan,  and 
that  is  neither  a basin  nor  a font,  but  the 
chief  river  of  Palestine.  John  the  Baptist 
went  to  Enon  to  baptize,  because  tl  ere 
was  plenty  of  water  there.  The  adminis- 
trators went  down  into  the  water,  and 
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Some  Things. 

As  I am  today  sending  you  my  subscrip- 
tion I thought  I would  write  a few-  lines! 

First,  I want  toteJlyou  about  our  glori- 
ous meeting  at  Blackwater,  Kemper  coun- 
ty. Bro.  O.  D.  Bowen  of  Ellisville  did  most 
of  the  preaching,  and  he  did  it  well.  About 
the  middle  of  the  week,  it  seemed  that  the 
very  windows  of  heaven  were  opened,  and 
we  had  a regular  flood  of  blessings.  On 
the  last  day  oi  the  meeting  I baptized  thir- 
ty happy  converts.  We  also  received  two 
by  letter. 

Now,  Bro.  Editor,  I want  some  sample- 
copies  of  The  Baptist  to  put  into  the, 
homes  of  these  yot  ng  Baptists.  I am  not 
willing  to  baptize  them  and  turn  them 
loose.  I want  them  developed  into  stal-  j 
wart  Christian  workers.  We  have  a good 
strong  church,  but  not  developed  as  it 
should  be.  We  are,  however,  looking  up,  I 
and  expecting  better  things.  We  have  ! 
painted  our  church  house  this  summer  and  ! 
finished  seating  it.  The  finances  of  the 
church  are  in  better  shape.  Many  of  the 
brethren  are  talking  of  moving  up  to  at 
least  half  time. 

Again,  as  to  who  this  scribe  is  and  where 
be  hails  from.  I shall  state  this  as  mod- 
^ estly  as  I can,  for  I do  not  like  to  have  j 
P much  to  say  of  myself.  I am  a native  born 
and  reared  Georgian,  a graduate  of  Mercer  J 
University,  the  Baptist  college  there;  have 
two  years  at  our  Seminary  at  Louisville,  : 
Ky.  I have  been  in  Mississippi  three  years 
engaged  in  preaching  and  teaching.  I have 
not  tried  to  get  into  the  papers^  for  1 have 
never  cared  for  newspaper  notoriety,  but  I ! 
have  been  none  the  less  observant.  We 
spent  the  summer  over  at  our  old  home, 
but  we  are  back;  here— I know  not  for  how 
long.  We  love  the  old  home  state,  but  we 
believe  we  are  needed  more  here.  To  be 
where  we  can  do  the  most  good  is  our  | 
motto. 

Now  lastly,  concerning  my  future  plans. 

J School  has  troubled  me  for  some  time,  as  I 
felt  that  it  made  demands  on  my  time  that  j 
should  be  given  to  the  ministry.  I had 
contracted  for  school  work  again  at  $100 
per  month,  but  so  thoroughly  have  I be- 
come convinced  that  I should  give  my 
whole  time  to  the  ministry,  that  I asked 
the  board  to  release  me  from  my  contract,  j 
This  they  kindly  did.*  If  any  of  the  breth- 
ren know  of  a good  school  man  please 
write  Bro.  S.  F.  Thigpen,  Bay  Springs. 
$75  guaranteed,  rest  in  extra,  it  is  a good 
place,  and-  needs  .a  good  man).  I now 
throw  myself  upon  the  altar  of  the  Lord  to 
be  used  where  he  sees  best.  My  one  aim 
shall  be  to  preach  the  gospel  of  the  Son  of 
God, leaving  it  to  Him  and  my  Mississippi 
brethren  as  to  how  and  the  where  it  is  to 
be  done.  *;

came  up  out  of  it;  and,  as  men  of  sense, 
they  would  not  have  done  that  when  a 
tew  drops  of  water  in  a leathern  bottle 
would  have  answered  equally  well.  Paul 
declares  that  the  object  of  baptism  is  to 
show  forth  the  burial  and  resurrection  of 
Christ.  We  do  not  leave  tbe  dead  on  the 
ground  and  sprinkle  a little  earth  upon 
them— they  are  put  into  a grave. 

Sense  and  Scripture  and  scholarship 
agree  in  saying  that  there  is  no  New  Test- 
ament baptism  save  where  there  is  a dip- 
ping, an  actual  immersion. 

III.  But  why  need  we  baptize,  or  pour, 
or  sprinkle?  This  is  the  dispensation  of 
the  Spirit.  We  are  not  under  carnal  laws 
and  ordinances  now,  but  under  Grace. 
Circumcision  avails  nothing,  nor  uncir- 
cumcision, but  a new  creature. 

So  say  tbe  friends  of  Quakers;  and  with 
a consistency  which  does  them  credit,  they 
abolish  ordinances  altogether.  They  have 
no  preaching  ordinance,  or  praying  ordi- 
nance. Praise  is  not  an  ordinance,  nor  is 
the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  nor  is  the 
Lord’s  Supper.  Every  one  is  free;  all  are 
free.  They  meet  and  are  silent  or  not  ac- 
cording to  the  monitions  of  the)Spirit.  The 
abolition  of  the  external  is  totally  ac- 
complished. There  is  a visible  building, 
and  there  are  visible  men  and  women;  but 
no  fixed  arrangements  for  preachers  or  for 
audible  song  or  prayerj  no  Lord’s  Supper, 
and  accordingly  no  baptism. 

But  mark,  though  this  is  the  dispensa- 
tion of  the  Spirit,  yet  Christ’s  command 
about  baptism  was  given  just  before  the 
dispensation  dawned.  | — Texas  Baptist- 
Herald.
